A BRIEF EXPLANATION 


One of the principal functions of the National Library of Canada is to ensure 
that this nation's printed and recorded heritage is preserved for, and made 
accessible to, present and future Canadians. To this end, the National 
Library collects all books, serials, sound recordings and educational kits 
published in Canada, guaranteeing that national reference, research, and 
bibliographic services based on the collection are available when needed. 


Canadian publishers have likewise played a fundamental role in the develop- 
ment of a national collection of Canadiana. Since January 1, 1953, they have 
been required by law to send copies of their publications to the National 
Library within one week of their release for "public distribution or sale." 


The deposit of materials with the National Library has definite advantages 
for Canadian publishers. Most of the materials received on legal deposit are 
catalogued and listed in Canadiana, the national bibliography. As Canadiana 
is now circulated to several thousand libraries in Canada and abroad, a listing 
does provide a significant amount of publicity. Canadiana is now available in 
print, microfiche and CAN/MARC tapes. 


Section 11 of the National Library Act governing the legal deposit of books is 
reproduced in this brochure. The Book Deposit Regulations pursuant to the 
Act appeared in the Canada Gazette of August 27, 1969, and are also 
reproduced here. 


Publishers should note that the National Library does not claim copies of all 
the materials they distribute. While the National Library is interested in 
purchasing materials published abroad which have a Canadian author or 
content, such titles are not subject to the terms of the Act. Only 
publications which have been wholly or partially manufactured in Canada or 
which have the imprint of a Canadian publisher on the title page are 
requested. 


Publications required to be deposited without specific request include two 
copies of such items as 


(a) trade publications dealing with all subjects and in all fields, including 
textbooks and books for children; 


(b) publications of professional! and philanthropic associations, of learned 
societies and of educational institutions, including university calendars; 


(c) all types of reference books, including year-books, almanacs, exhibition 
catalogues, guide-books, directories (e.g. city, trade, professional), bio- 
graphical dictionaries and bibliographies; 

(d) pamphlets; 


(e) paperback or pocket book editions; 


(f) periodicals, annuals and other serial publications; 


(g) publications consisting wholly or mainly of music, including scores and 
sheet music; and 


(h) art books and portfolios of prints, reproductions, etc. 


Only one copy of the following classes of materials is required to be sent to 
the National Library without specific request: 


(a) phonograph records, audio tapes, and other sound recordings that have 
Canadian content, a Canadian composer, artist, conductor, or orchestra, 
or that have a similar Canadian connection, in addition to having been 
manufactured in Canada; 


(b) loose-leaf services, where continuing amendments are part of the publica- 
tion; and 


(c) educational kits of non-book materials.

Extract from National Library Act 


11. (1) Subject to this section and the Regulations, the publisher of a 
book published in Canada shall, at his own expense and within cne week 
from the date of publication, send two copies of the book to the Naiionai 
Librarian, who shall give to the publisher a written receipt for the book. 


(2) Where the retail value of a book published in Canada exceeds fifty 
dollars, the publisher of the book is deemed to have complied with the 
requirements of this section if, at his own expense and within one week 
from the date of publication, he sends to the National Librarian one copy 
of the book, equal in quality to the best quality produced. 


(3) The Minister may make regulations 


(a) respecting the quality of the copies required to be sent to the 
National Librarian of any book the copies of which are not of 
uniform quality; 

(b) prescribing the classes or kinds of books in respect of which only 
one copy is required to be sent to the National Librarian; and 

(c) prescribing the classes or kinds of books in respect of which no 
copies are required to be sent to the National Librarian unless 
specifically requested by him. 


(4) Every publisher of a book published in Canada who contravenes 
or fails to comply with any provision of this section or the 
regulations is guilty of an offence and is liable on summary 
conviction to a fine not exceeding one hundred and fifty dollars. 


Clause 2 of the Act gives the following definitions. 
2. In this Act, 


(b) “book” means library matter of every kind, nature and descrip- 
tion and includes any document, paper, record, tape or other 
thing published by a publisher, on or in which information is 
written, recorded, stored or reproduced; 

(c) “Library” means the National Library; 

(d) “Minister” means the Secretary of State of Canada; and 

(e) “published in Canada” means released in Canada for public 


distribution or sale, otherwise than by Her Majesty in right of a 
province or by a municipality.

15. Section 52 of the Copyright Act is repealed. 
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Regulations respecting the deposit of books 
in the National Library 


The Secretary of State of Canada, pursuant to subsection (3) of section 11 of the 
National Library Act, is pleased hereby to revoke the National Library Book Deposit 
Regulations made on the Ist day of May, 1958) and to make the annexed Regulations 
respecting the deposit of books in the National Library in substitution therefor effective 
September 1, 1969. 


1. These Regulations may be cited as the National Library Book Deposit Regu- 
lations. 


2. Where copies of a book are not of a uniform quality, one of the copies required 
to be sent to the National Librarian pursuant to subsection 11(1) of the National 
Library Act shall be equal in quality to the best quality produced and shall include all 
maps and illustrations and other material belonging thereto, but the other copy may be 
a copy equal in quality to the quality of the largest number of copies of the book. 


3. Subject to paragraphs (m) and (n) of section 4, only one copy of any 
phonograph record, audio tape or other sound recording is required to be sent to the 
National Librarian. 


4. No copies of the following classes or kinds of books are required to be sent to 
the National Librarian unless specifically requested by him: 


(a) newspapers; 

(b) annual reports of companies and business organizations; 

(c) publications wholly or mainly in the nature of trade catalogues or trade advertisements; 
(d) forms, wrappers, labels, prospectuses and price lists; 

(€) publications wholly or mainly in the nature of time tables of transport services; 


(f) publications wholly or mainly in the nature of blank books of accounts, blank forms of 
receipts or other forms of a similar character; 


(g) publications wholly or mainly in the nature of calendars of days and months; 
(h) wall sheets printed with alphabets, mottoes, religious texts or quotations; 
@ drawing and colouring books and books of cut-outs for children; 


4) books of cartoons, comic books and picture books for children, the retail price of which is 
less than twenty-five cents; 


(K) microfilms and other microforms; 
(@) educational kits of non-book materials; 


(m) books not manufactured wholly or in part in Canada and not bearing on the title-page the 
imprint of a Canadian publisher; and 


(n) phonograph records, audio tapes and other sound recordings that do not have any Canadian 
content or a Canadian composer, artist, conductor, orchestra or similar Canadian 
connection.
